THE annual report of the Chief of Ordnance will 
be submitted to the Secretary of War Oct. 30. Most 
of the other bureau reports have been in for some 
time, and the Secretary began some days to outline 
his report. 





THE great occasion of the week was the inaugu- 
ration at Bedlow’s Island, on Thursday, October 28, 
of the colossal statue of ‘‘ Liberty Enlightening the 
World.” We give an account of the proceedings 
elsewhere. Major General SCHOFIELD and his as- 
sistants are to be congratulated on the successful 
execution of the arduous and complex duties de- 
volved upon them in connection with the ceremonies 
of the day. There was not a hitch throughout. 











Arter Gerocimo’s surrender General Miles de- 
tailed Captains H. W. Lawton and J. H. Dorst, 4th 
Cavalry, for staff duty at Headquarters Department 
of Arizona, but it is observed from recent orders 
that the Lieutenant General thinks it best for the 
Service that they should be with their respective 
troops, and accordingly General Miles has so or- 
dered. This seems tobe in accordance with the 
general policy of General Sheridan that captains 
whenever practicable shall be on duty with their 
companies. 





Tats week has seen quite a scattering of the cap- 
tive Indians from Arizona. Gerronmo and four- 
teen bucks are in close confinement at Fort Pickens; 
Maneus and two other bucks are to follow; the 
balance at San Antonio have been transferred to 
Fort Marion, and twenty-two Indian youths, be- 
tween the ages of twelve and twenty: two, have 
been sent from Marion to the Industrial School at 
Carlisle, Pa. There, under the able supervision of 
Captain R. H. Pratt, U.S. A., they will receive 
the benefits of a practical education, and, let us 
hope, progress to an useful future. 


We congratulate the 8th U. S. Infantry on its 
approaching change of base from Arizona to the 
Department of the Platte, for the regiment has 
served for many years on the Pacific slope, and has 
had its full share of service in the field. When the 
regiment was transferred from San Frarcisco to 
Arizona a few months ago, it was thought to be 
somewhat hard upon it, as it only had moved a few 
years before from Arizona to California, but Gen- 
eral SHERIDAN evidently had it in mind that as soon 
as the Apache troubles were happily over he would 
give the regiment a more pleasant location. 





THE practice of our men of war has always been 
considered exceptionally good, as compared with 
that of other navies, and that our Yankee gunners 
have not lost their cunning is shown by the report a 
correspondent sends us of great. gun practice on 
board the Brooklyn, in September, in the Mediter- 
ranean, near Port Said. The first shot, from an 
8.in. rifle cut the bull’s eye clean away; the second 
from a 9-1. gun carried off the mast of the target. 
The flat frame of the dismantled target. was all that 
was left, and around them the remaining shots were 
planted so closely together that five in six of them 
would hit a vessel of the size of our Yantic. We 


present this record to the vessels of our own and 
other navies with the compliments of the Brooklyn, 
and invite them to make a better showing if they 
can. . 





CIVILIAN applications for commissions in the 
Army have been very frequent of late, and they 
appear to have arisen from a most remarkable lack 
of faith in the reality of President OLEVELAND’s pro- 
fessions of fair treatment. 


graduates of the Military Academy to take their 
chances under the law prdviding for surplus gradu - 
ates. Probably, the projectors of this precious scheme 
thought the President would yield to the pleasure of 
providing so easily for his friends, but they were 
mistaken. When his attention was called to the 
plan he flatly refused and intimated that it was not 
his intention to make any appointments before next 
June. At first he was disinclined to commission 
even the non-commissioned officers, and only yielded 
this point when he learned that there was a fair 
chance of a sufficient number of vacancies occurring 
during the remainder of the fiscal year to accommo 
date all of that class. The Army is indebted to 
President CLEVELAND in many ways for his firmness 
in resisting pressure, and he has inspired in them 
the greatest confidence ia his impartiality, good 
sense, and fairness of judgment. 








THe new knapsack devised for the German in- 
fantry has not yet been officially approved for 
general adoption. As already stated here, the ap-~ 
pendage was intended to economize the weight 
borne by the soldier in action, by its division into 
two horizontal compartments, one of which might 
be left with the regimental stores upon occasion, 
and the other, containing the most needful articles 
in the kit, remaining in possession of the bearer. A 
school battalion, so termec, of men told off for 
making fresh military experiments, have been 
ordered on a month’s tour in the Hartz mountains 
and district, during November, to further test the 
knapsack, which was altogether condemned when 
used by the troops during the Chemnitz manceuvres. 
We advise the German military authorities before 
they decide upon a knapsack to examine the mili- 
tary equipment devised by Colonel Henry OC. Mer- 
RIAM, commanding the 7th U. S. Infantry. By a 
very simple but effective system of adjusting his 
weight Colonel MERRIAM throws it wholly off the 
shoulders and brings it to bear upon the hips, 
in a nearly perpendicular line from above, where it 
can be carried without fatigue or strain for a long 
time, as any one can readily see. 








A WRITER in an English monthly says: ‘‘If we 
compare the derangements of the machinery of the 
vessels of our navy with those of large mercantile 
shipping companies, the frequency of breakdowns 
in the service will become all the more apparent by 
comparison with immunity from such disasters en- 
joyed by the mercantile community.” This is very 
pretty reading, the Army and Navy Gazette says in 
reply, ‘‘ but, unfortunately, in less than a week we 
hear of the Anchoria breaking her screw-shaft, 
drifting helplessly about for more than a fortnight, 
and having to place her passengers on short allow- 
ance; and the Quebec, Dominion Line, making 
signals to Lundy Island, ‘ Have broken shaft. Pro- 
ceeding with one engine, Want two powerful tugs,’ 
The fact is, her Majesty’s ships take a great deal of 
starting. It is difficult to get them out of the hands 





of the contractors, and dockyards; but once fairly 
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away andin the hands of their own officers, we 
very seldom hear of any serious mishap, though the 
conditions under which they have to work are vastly 
more trying than those attending a mail steamer. 
All the same, the Indian troopships, which have 
been running now for nearly 20 years, for regu- 
larity in passages and freedom from accidents com- 
pare favorably with any mercantile passenger line.” 








Many of the bureau officers of the Navy Depart- 
ment are busily engaged in putting the finishing 
touches to their annual reports. That of the Sur- 
geon General will, as usual, present the sanitary 
condition of the Navy as embodied in the reports 
from ships in commission in various parts of the 
world. These reports from medical officers afloat 
containing, as they do, detailei accounts of the 
health of their ship's companions, form, to the me~- 
dieal observer and student, an epitome of the 
sanitary condition of a large portion of the world; 
so much at least as is embraced in the limits of the 
stations to which attached. Not the least interest- 
ing of the reports will be those of the ordnance and 
construction bureaus. The former will show very 
substantial progress in gun construction during the 
past year, and should be a very ‘‘newsy” document 
since very little has been published regarding the 
operations of the bureaus during the past year. The 
reports of the Engineer-in-Chief and of the Con- 
struction Bureau—we cannot say chief of Vureau, 
that office is still vacant—will show that there has 
been considerable hard work performed in the way 
of preparation of plans for new vessels during the 
pastsummer. The absence of recommendations fo 
new ships will be a pleasant relief from the deplora 
ble condition of things heretofore pictured in these 
reports for the eye of Congress. 








THE non-commissioned officers whose appoiat- 
ments to 2d lieutenancies we announced last week 
are regarded by Army officers acquainted with 
them and their records as an exceptionally bright 
lot of young gentlemen. Their examination papers 
are not open to the public, but those who know say 
that neither the public nor the men concerned have 
any reason to be ashamed of the examination passed 
by each and all of them. Sergeant D. L. BrainaRD, 
of Arctic fame, was justiy entitled to a commission 
in the Army, and now that he has obtained it we 
extend to him our hearty congratulations. The ap. 
pointment was very properly made ‘‘as a recogni- 
tion of the gallant and meritorious services ren- 
dered by you in the Arctic expedition of 1881-1884.” 
Although Lieutenant Brarnarp did not undergo an 


examination for the office given him, officers of the - 


Army regarded him as thoroughly well equipped for 
all tho duties required of him, and he would no 
doubt have passed a very creditable examination if 
given an opportunity to do so. Lieutenant Brain- 
ARD has been assigned to the regiment in which he 
spent all of his non-commissioned service, but goes 
to a different c-mpany from that to which he for- 
merly belonged. He has been assigned to Company 
E, now stationed at Fort Walla Walla. His promo- 
tion, he says, will not stand in the way of his pro- 
posed Arctic expedition a few years hen2e, but, on 
the contrary, will be an advantage, since it will 
give him a better standing as commander of the 
expedition if he can obtain the proper authorization. 
We advise him to continue on duty with his com 
pany and not seek to disturb the sacred solitude o 
the Pole. Lieutenant BramarD is now at Free 
town, New York.

A despatch from Fort Custer says that on Oct. 22 
& party of Crow Indians rode into the post and re- 
pore they had been attacked by a war party of 
ioux about three miles up Little Horn River, and 


that two of their number had been killed. Col. Dud- 
ley, post commandant, immediately ordered the 
garrison out, and in a sbort time they were at the 
scene of action with five troops of the Ist Cavalry. 
They found two Crow Indians dead and thirteen 
wounded, while the Sioux had left some of their 
warriors dead, baving been compelled to abandon 
them, owing to the rapid advance of the Cavalry. 
The Sioux ure suid to be greatly excited over the 
raid upon their herds and the murder of the Assin- 
niboine squaw by the Crows near Poplar River, and 
are evidently bent on revenge. Five Crow Indians 
who were captured by Major Carroll’s command 
near the Yellowstone River a week ago, and are be- 
lieved to have been engaged in this affair, are now 
in the guard -house at Fort Custer, but it is doubtful 
if anything of a criminal nature can be found 
against them. 





Dept. of Arizona.—Brig.-Gen. N. A. Mties. 


The report of Gov. Zulick of Arizona shows that 
the beneficial effect of Geronimo’s capture are al- 
ready apparent, and that with a prospect of assured 
peace there is a certainty of renewed prosperity. 
The Governor’ favors the distribution of lands in 
severalty to the resident Indians and an abandon- 
ment of the reservation system. The silver ana 
copper industries have declined from last year ow- 
ing to low prtces, but gratifying gold discoveries 
have been made. Artesian wells are recommended 
for furnishing a proper water supply.

Sentence—To be dis- 
honorably discharged, forfeiting J and allowances due 
or to become due, and to be confi at hard labor for three 
months. Major-Gen. Howard, in consideration of the youth 
of the prisoner, and his previous [ —~ conduct, remitted the 
dishonorable discharge and the forfeiture of pay to $10 per 
month for three months, 
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THE COMPANY FUND. 


THE acting Judge Advocate General of the Army 
has decided that *‘a company fund cannot be recog- 
nized as public money, and the pay of a soldier can 
not be stopped to reimburse the same for losses.” 
With due respect to the learned Judge Advocate 
General there is nothing new in that decision. Every 
enlisted man in the Army knows that the post and 
company fund is made from the savings of rations 
without authority of law, and is nothing more than 
downright robbery, authorized by the War Depart- 
ment and winked at by C ongress. While from the 
company fund the soldier receives his benefit, he re- 
ceives nothing from thepost fund. A portion of the 
flour ration is deducted before issued, and the money 
deducted from these savings goes not only to pay 
the expense of a post bakery, which Uncle Sam is 
too poor to maintain, but assists in the maintenance 
of aregimental band, which furnishes music free to 
officers’ hops and balls, but requires payment, casb 
in advance, whenever the enlisted men are anxious 
to have a little blowing done for them. It's a won- 
der that the fertile brain of some War Department 
officers hasn’t gotten up ascheme ere this for the 
creation of afund taken from the soldier's pay be- 
fore itis given him. It would be equally as lawful. 
Senator Plumb’s resolution introduced during the 
last session of Congress on the post fund question 
will perbaps finish this roundabout way of _ apomene 
money for a fund of this kind before another 
is passed. Let the Government pay for the ba ing 
of bread for troops while in garrison and maintain 
regimental bands witbout stealing the soldiers’ flour 
to do it with.—Kansas City Times. 








THE SANDY HOOK EXPLOSION. 


THE remains of Lieut. Medcalfe and Private King, 
killed by the explosion at Sandy Hook. Oct. 21, have 
been interred with due hovors. There will not 
likely be any military court of inquiry or other 
board to investigate the circumstances, as the Coro- 
ner of Long Branch who was called in declared 
himself perfectly satisfied the deaths were caused 
by the accidental explosion of a shell. Oneof the 
members of the Ordnance Board says: ‘The Gov- 
ernment Ordvance Board has been subjecting a 12- 
inch mortar to a number of tests. No accident ever 

occurred before that of Thursday. The shells were 
hitherto loaded with sand and fired with 345 pounds 
of vowder. Lieut. Medcalfe and Superintendent 
Sinclair were directing the work of loading the 
shells, which yesterday were filled with powder 
from two barrels placed at a sbort distance from 
the men. One shell had been satisfactorily <dlled 
and put toone side and the men bad commenced 
work on tbe second. They found that the cap would 
not fit and that it was quite impossible to screw it 
down. Private King tried to accomplish this by 
knocking on it withahammer. The result was an 
explosion.”

ORDERS were issued this week for the extinguish- 
ment of the electric light in the tower at Hell Gate, 
New York Harbor, from and after Dec. 1. ‘This ac- 
tion was based on the recommendation of the Light- 
house Board, and because of the constant com- 
plaints from mariners that the dazzling character 
ot the light made it a detriment instead of an aid to 
navigation. 

Tue vew boilers for the Swatara were shipped 
from the Washington Navy-yard to Portsmouth this 
week. These boilers were made at the Washington 
Navy-yard and are regarded by Engineer Officers as 
superior in quality and constructiou to any previ- 
ously made by the Government. All the work in 
the way of putting in boilers and otherwise fitting 
out the vessel for sea will be done at the Portsmouth 
Navy-yard. Orders have been given by the Secre- 
tary to finish work upon her as rapidly as possible. 

Ir is announced that Russia has decided on con- 
structing six more swift cruisers of the Vitis and 
Rynda type, as these two ships are considered to be 
eminently successful. The hew ones are to be rather 
larger, being 265 ft. long and 45 ft. beam. They are 
to be fully rigged, and have a speed of 16'¢ knots 
under steam. They carry enough coal to take them 
5 000 miles at 13 knots, or 10,000 miles at 8 knots. 
Their armament is to consist of 10 6-in. steel guns, 8 
Hotchkiss. and 4 4-pounders. They are fitted for 
Whiteheads, carry two 32 ft. torpedo cutters, and 
have theelectric light throughout. 

Tue plans for such remodelling as the abandoned 
buildings at the Washington Navy-yard will need 
for the new work of the Naval Arsenal are being 
rapidly prepared and a large force will be put to 
work there very soon to carry out the work. The 
men recently discharged by the abandonment as a 
Navy-yard will be given the first chance for this 
work as far as they are desirous and capable. One 
of the alterations decided upon is to extend the old 
ebain and anchor shops porthward over the whole 
ground formerly occupied by the Engineers’ coal 
pile, and thence west to the old Engineers’ foundry. 

Tue Admiralty Gazette says: ** An American Ser- 
vice paper states that Mr. W. H. White, the head of 
the British Naval Constructive Corps, is going to 
leave the service of the Crown and return to Mr. 
Armstrong’s employ. We have been making in- 
quiries of our shipbuilding friends, and we learn 
that there is a very great doubt about this. Before 
Mr. White left Elswick, it appears he designed a ves- 
sel that was to be of great speed and a great success. 
It was built, as one of Dickens's characters says, ‘on 
spec,’ and avery bad spec it turned out, for the Eng- 
lish Government have never purchased it, nor is any 
fore*gn nation as yet, so far as we can learn, anxi- 
ous to buy. We very much doubt Mr. W. B. White 
zomg back to the employ of Messrs. Armstrong’s 
firm.” 

Ir is stated at St. Petersburg to be the intention of 
the Russian Minister of Marine, Admiral Shestakoff, 
to spend a week or ten days in England on bis way 
home from Vladivostock to Russia, via the United 
States and London. The Minister is very anxious to 
pay a visit to several of the dockyards, and it is said 
that be will conclude a contract for two cruisers 
with one of the northern ship»uilding firms during 
his stayin England. Before leaving Viadivostock, 
the Minister made aspeecb, in which he declared 
the rumors to be false that Russia intended seizing 
Port Lazareff and shifting the Pacific naval station 
thitber. Admiral Shestakoff, according to the Vladi 
vostock, energetically repudiated any such designs 
on the part of the Russian Government. Russia was 
quite satisfied with Vladivostock ; she had reached a 
—— frontier, and meant to move no further 
south. 


Tue St. James’s Gazette says: “That an inquirv 
might be made into the quahty of the ships compos- 
ing our foreign squadrons, many of these being 
armed with guns of obsolete patterns, defective in 
boiler-power and in speed. Incapable of overtaking 
merchant steamers of ordinary steam capacity, they

The Pennsylvania Railroad 
has kindly given us much valuable information on this sub- 
ject. and can traysport the boats from several Atlantic ports 
to Erie, Penn. [write to ask your kind interest in the mat- 
ter, as to the possibility of taking them from Erie to Chi- 
cago. I take the liberty of enclosirg a list of questions, 
trusting = may give some of your valuable tine to an- 
swering them for us. I also enclose two blue prints, A and 
B—the first showing the fair sizes of boats it is proposed to 
transport; the second showing the clearances of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. This latter is to give you an idea of what 
we would like of your road.

tion as rapidly as possibly. 
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WAR PROSPECTS IN EUROPE. 

THE news from Europe is not only alarming, but 
in some respects it is the most extraordinary jum- 
ble of autocratic insolence, of crazy assumptions, 
and of reckless ambition ever exhibited in modern 
diplomacy. It was to be expected that Russia 
would declare that the enormous sacrifices she has 
made to open a pathway to Constantinople would 
not be abandoned because a petty Prince, and what 
she regarded as his presumptuous peeple, stood in 
the way. Her purposes kave been openly declared 
for years and there has not been a sign that they 
have been altered or lessened in the smallest de- 
gree. 

It is not the determination of the Czar, but bis 
way of making it known that is extraordinary. The 
oppression of Poland by his anrestors was done 
in the family and its brutal tyranny covered 
by the veil of strictest secrecy. In Bulgaria he 
does not attempt concealment. Hs arrogant and 
undiplomatic communications to the Bulgarians 
have not been matched by any other performance 
in modern history, except his kidnapping of the 
Bulgarian Prince. The Prussian conquest of Hol- 
stein was the act of a gentleman robber in compar- 
ison to the garrotting of Bulgaria. 

At the western border of the Continent the mili- 
tary preparations of France are attracting the atten- 
tion of the world. Their outcome is not so certain 
as that of the turbulent arrogance of the Czar, and 
the tremendous character of the conflict they por- 
tend, will act as a check upon the men who hold the 
fortunes of great Empires in their grasp. 

Nevertheless, it would not be safe to prophesy a 
European war in the spring, for the tremendous 
strain which the relations of the leading Powers 
have sustained without rupture is evidence of an in- 
disposition to fight, which must have behind it mo- 
tives and interests almost as powerful as those that 
urge to war. 

Of the late wars in Eurepe two are examples of 
what extreme craft and the highest degree of pre- 
paration can accomplish, and though these condi- 
tions exist now they are not now confronted by 
weakness and infatuation. Now every preparation 
on one side is matched by its equal on the other. 
Any coming struggle is more likely to resemble the 
ehanging fortunes of Russia’s last war with Turkey, 
when the giant blows that were inflicted and borne 
in alternation excited the admiration of all nations. 
Probably it is the sense of this practical equality 
in strength and readiness that is the real deterring 
cause that holds back some of the Powers, The 
struggle would revert back to the old conditions of 
single combat, when personal character and in- 
dividual skill decided all that luck did not deter- 
mine. 

The character of any futare war in Europe will 
be influenced largely by the introduction of repeating 
rifles and by the excellent service of the Uhlans in the 
war of 1870. Quick fire, both of infantry and artil- 
lery, will be pushed to its highest development, and 





cannot fail to affect in an important manner both the 
transportation of the army and the carrying 
capacity of the soldier. Fights which have de- 
pended on having the most guns may now be de- 
cide1 by having the most cartridges. On the other 
hand cavalry and scouting service must be efficient 
in avy army which is opposed to the legions von 
MOLTKE trained. 

These changes are so radical that it is impossible 
to estimate their consequences, and the doubt that 
exists is intensified by the fact that the morale 
which the aspiration for freedom gives has been 
transferred from the Germans to the French. Lay- 
ing aside all questions of revenge, there is no doubt 
that the results of the last war will be a keener 
spur to the French than to the Germans, but on the 
other hand one of those results was a numerical 
preponderance in favor of the Germans. And so 
through the whole story, fear and fury, passion and 
doubt, strength and weakness keep step so closely 
that no one dares to move. Something will resolve 
the doubt some day and precipitate a war, but at 
present we appear to be enjoying that peculiar 
millennium which has been declared so often to the 
inevitable result of perfecting war methods, a state 
of armed neutrality which no one dares break. 





THe Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette seems 
to be the Cassandra among English Service papers. 
It is full of gloomy forebodings, and it seems des- 
tined to share the fate of Cassandra, whose pro- 
phecies were never to be believed. The Gazette is 
especially disturbed by the results of the English 
r short service system—as indeed, for that matter, are 

most of its service contemporaries in England. 
Complaints and regrets from commanding officers 
concerning the paucity of old soldiers are gradually 
assuming a serious aspect. The disappearance of 
this central figure from the ranks of the British 
Army has been so gradual, and the vacancy created 
by his loss has revealed itself so leisurely, that it is 
only now, when he has almost entirely disappeared, 
that they are beginning to realize the mischief his 
absence has occasioned, are brought to feel a sense 
of loss, and are able to form an estimate of the 
value of the unosten‘atious services the vanished 
veteran rendered. Several regiments have the great- 
est difficulty in furnishing their depots with the few 
old soldiers that are considered indispensable to the 
success of these training schools, and throughout the 
‘army, the rank and file betray, particularly in their 
domestic relations, lamentable indications of the 
absence of the autocratic but sagacious barrack 
room schoolmaster. The introduction of the short 
service syztem sounded the death knell of the old 
soldier, and inaugurated that onslaught on esprit de 
corps which reached its consummation when the 
old numbers were swept away in 1881. 

Perbaps the Gazette may find some consolation in 
the facts to which its neighbor, Broad Arrow, ealls 
attention, saying: ‘* Not all the sweeping changes 
which bave been made in the British Army during 
the last ten or fifteen years can equal the ineconoc- 
lastic measures of this modern would-be Carnot. 
Sovuvois is credited with the creation of the first 
French standing army. BouLANGER will go down 
to posterity as its destroyer. He exiled the Orleans 
Princes and deprived them of their commissions, as 
brave officers, won on the field. He has practically 
confined all French officers to barracks as no one 
man can be out later than 1 A. M.” 

The Moscow Gazette, on the contrary, has a most 
enthusiastic report upon the condition of the Army 
of England’s antagonist, Russia. During the last 
six years, it tells us: ‘*Reforms hve been made 
with vigor to a definite end in all branches of the 
military system. Armament, equipment. commis- 
sariat, tactics, all have been revised and improved, 
and we may well say that our (the Russian) army is 
about to become a model for all others. But a short 
time ago the grand mancuvres of the German 
Army were regarded by us with the greatest aston- 
ishment; they are now eclipsed not only by immense 
assemblages like that of Brest-Listovsk, but by the 
ordinary periodical manwuvres of -our military 
districts. In Germany but one or two corps d’armée 
are called out for a few days’ exercise; with us sev- 





eral corps mancuvre annually for entire months, ” 
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From reports received at the War Department it 
appears that all appointments and assignments 
throughout the various Departmen‘s and Divisions 
have now been completed under General Order No.

The officers of the Quartermaster’s Department 
are much disturbed at finding themselves compelled 
to perform, in addition to their regular work, this 
duty, which has been for so long a time a function 
of the Pay Corps of the Army. They state that 
they now have to receive, care for, and ship funds 
of the Pay Department to the frontier stations of 
the Army, and that they urge that if they are to be 
required to do this work they might as well add to 
it the work of paying the funds by checks, as large 
railroads now do, and thus relieve their brother 
officers of the staff of all their present duties. 








CapTaIn R. H. Pratt, U. 8. A., in his seventh 
annual report of the Carlisle Indian Industrial 
School gives an interesting account of the good 
progress made in all departments. He says, how- 
ever: ‘‘I have little hope of much success in ele- 
vating the Indians, until the Indian is made an in- 
dividual and worked upon as such, with a view of 
incorporating him on our side. Nothing is more 
important im the work, just now, than a general 
system which shall bring into school, for education 
in English and civilized industries, every young 
Indian. But theschool system will not be a success 
in Americanizing the young Indian except it quickly 
brings the Indian youth out into the school systems 
of the country ; and even this last, if accomplished 
fully, would fail if the Indian is not made a citizen 
and encouraged to be an independent individual 
man among us.” Few, we imagine, will deny this 
statement. 








A REPORTER who tried to interview GERONIMo in 
the depot at New Orleans was defeated by the chief's 
suspicion of his motives. The newspaper discussions 
on the propriety of serving the Indians as they have 
served so many whites stein to have reached the 
red men, and Geronimo fears that there is some 
scheme on foot to take his life. The reporter was 
not pleased with the appearance of the gentleman 
whose society has been sought so eagerly by Gen- 
erals CRooK and Mives, U. S. A. He says: ‘‘ His 
broad, dishonest face indicates nis character—that 
of a fiendish murderer. His piercing black eye is 
that of acunning deceiver; his broad mouth that 
frequently grins when he speaks reminds one of a 
bloodhoun]; his big head sits leaning forward on a 
short, thick neck, while his broad, closely-knit body 
rests on a pair of stout sinewy legs.” 








THE circular embodying information for those who 
intend to bid upon gun-steel and armor for the 
Navy, in pursuance with the recent advertisement, 
has finally been prepared by the Ordnance Bureau 
and is now in the hands of the printer. Ordnance 
officers deny that there has been any unnecessary 
delay in its compilation. The Chief of Ordnance 
has given his personal attention to the matter, 
spending several hours a day in conjunction with 
other officers of the Bureau in making out the in- 
tricate and technical calculations. We are informed 
that the delay was unavoidable, and it is to be re- 
gretted now that a longer time was not given to 
bidders for putting in their bids. It is possible that 
the time may yet be extended. 








WE have received a copy of the Regulations Gov- 
erning the Uniform of Commissioned Officers, War 
rant Officers and Enlisted Men of the Navy of the 
United States, with Plates. It is issued from the 
Government Printing Office. The letter press is well 
enough, as it is merely a reprint of the General and 
Special Regulations on the subject. When we turn 
to the plates, giving pictures of several officers, 
showing off the new uniform for different ranks, it 


makes us tremble to think that the honor of our 
great country is dependent upon such peculiar 
specimens of humanity as are presented in some of 
them, particularly that of the gentleman who grins 
upon us so affably from plate II., and who is evi- 
dently only waiting for his first battle to run 
away. As we know that the officers of our Navy 
are as gallant and handsome a body of sail- 
ors as there is in the world, we can only conclude 
that the artist isat fault. The Navy can only console 
themselves by the reflection that the cuts in this 
volume are not so bad as those which appear in the 
corresponding volume for the Army. Some of them, 
indeed, especially those of the enlisted men, are 
quite good. We can see no good reason why such a 
volume as this, issued by the Government, should 
not be made creditable in every respect, including 
artistic presentation.

“A PRIVATE of twenty-eight years of service” 
gives the New York Herald his opinion on the sub- 
ject of cooking in the Army, in a letter, in which he 
says: 

The Government's atemenes per gelttor for ten days is, 
viz.: Coffee (ground), 1 Ib.; ugar, 1 lbs.; mess pork, % 
lbs.; beet (bone included), I beans, 34 1b.; rice, 34 1b.; 
bread, 11% Ibs.; pepper, 2-5 oz.; salt, 6 ozs., anda v inegar 3 1- 5 
gills. I invite the Herald's readers to feast their eyes on this 
bounteous allowance of this bill of fare. The epicure will 
not find either delicacies or dainties to make his eyes water 
or to entice him into the Army. No soldier will ever be 
troubled with the gout, even though the Army cooks were 
the best in the world. The statement that seven-eighths of 
the enlisted men are better fed iu the Army than they ever 
were outside is erroneous, and not at all flattering so the in- 
telligence of the rank and file of the Army, nor to the old 
heroes of many a well fought battle. 

I will here give what I believe to be correct figures as to 
the quantity of vevyvtables a company at a post consumes 
annually, which may be taken as a basis for all companies in 
the Army (ways and means permitting). Potatoes, 25 
bushels; onions. 25 bushels: tomatoes, 30 bushels; turnips, 
30 bushels: cabbayre, 1.000 heads; beets, etc. This may vot 
tally with some of our commissary officers; nevertheless 
facts are facts. 

The idea that every soldier should learn and take his turn 
at cooking would prove about as satisfactory as compelling 
every soldier to take his turn at Army tailoring. This would 
seem as feasible as cooking to some officers, inasmuch as 
most men who enter the Army know as much about the one 
as they do about the other. 


{n conclusion he asks: “Why or how is it that 
marines and sailors gre allowed butter, cheese, and 
pickles? Why is it that the money value of their 
rations is more than half as much again as a sol- 
dier’s? Why is it that a ship’s ccok is rated a first- 
class petty officer and receives $31 per month? Why 
is it that a ** berth deck cook” (ove man out of every 
sixteen of aship’s company) is allowed to draw $9 
from the purser in lieu of his rations? Why cannot 
a similar system be adopted in the Army, and thus 
remove forever one of the greatest causes of com- 
plaints and desertions.”’ 








Tue vignette of Gen. Hancock, on the new two- 
dollar silver certificates, is said to be the best likeness 
of the great general ever engraved. The adoption of 
the vignette of Martha Washington for the one-dol- 
lar silver certificate was an innovation, only the 
hkenesses of men having been used on Government 
currency heretofore. In the two-dollar certificate 
another innovation is mace by putting the 2d and 
3d Army Corps badges, which formed Gen. Han- 
cock’s command, beside the vignette of,the General. 
The 2d Corps badge was a clover leaf and the 3d 
Corps adiamond. The engraver has very cleverly 
put the former within the liues of the latter, making 
it a bistorical-tribute to the unity of the two corps 
under Gen. Hancock.

THE BARTHOLDI PARADE. 


THE rain on Thursday morning let up just long 
enough to allow the troops to form on 5th Avenue 
in fair shape. The streets were, however, in bad 
condition, and the marching under the circum- 
stances was phenomenally good all through the col- 
umn. Just about the time for starting a fine drizzle 
began to descend and this continued through the 
entire day. The Regulars prudently wore their over- 
coats and tte red lining of the thrown back caj es 
added much to tbeir appearance, which was fine in 
every instance. The Old Guard escorted thé Presi- 
dent to the stand at Madison Square, and when his 
arrival had been signalled up 5th Avenue by the 
flagman on the staod the column started, headed by 
Grand Marshal Gen. C. P. Stone, who was followed 
by Col. John Hamilton, 5th U. 8S. Artillery, the Mar- 
shal of the 1st Division, consisting of the U.S. troops 
and sailors. A Battalion of Marines, consisting of 
four companies, headed the column. They marched 
well, but their appearance was not as strikirg as 
that of the Engineers, because they wore the capes 
of their overcoats down. The column of blue- 
jackets, which followed, was almost endless, and 
they were much admired on account of their fine 
appearance. The Battalion of Engineers from Wil- 
let’s Point, 8 companies, with trowel bayonets fixed, 
marched well and received a thundering round of 
applause. Light Battery F, 5tb U. S. Artillery, 
formed the rear of the Regular brigade and the 2d 
New Jersey regiment dressed in the U.S. uniform, 
with ucompany of Massachusetts troops, constituted 
the last organizations of the 1st Division. The Jer- 
sey troops in their overcoats with red capes could 
hardly be disticguished from the U.S. troops. The 
Massachusetts company had no overcoats but 
marched well and formed a pleasant feature of the 
parade. 

Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitzgerald then appeared at the 
head of the Ist Brigade, followed by a well-mounted 
staff, who rode and saluted well. Thesounds of the 
‘* Marseillaise ** then announced theapproach of the 
7th, with fronts of 16 files and 20 companies. They 
were dressed in blue overcoats and their solid ranks, 
fine marching and immense numerical strength, re- 
evived conspicuous recognition from both stands. 
The old 69th looked solid with 12 commands of 20 
files and tbe marching was first-class. Neither the 
8th nor 9th wore overcoats; the former had 6 com- 
panies and tbe latter 10, both with 12 files front. 
They went pust in very creditable shape. The 12th, 
with 10 companies of 16 files, deserves more than a 
passing votice, for ita fine appearance and march- 
ing. The 71st was conspicuous by its gray overcoats 
and white crossbelts. It had 10 companies of 1? files. 
The 11th had 6 companies of 12 files. The 22d, in blue 
overcoats, had 11 companies of J6 files, and its 
marching was very fine. The regiment divided the 
honors of the parade with the7th. The llth Sep- 
arate Company formed the rear of the military por- 
tion of the parade and the little command did honor 
to its fine reputation. The Ist Brigade. with the ex- 
ception of the 7th, 22d, 12th and 69th Regiments, 
seems to be dwindling down numerically. What 
there was of it, however, made a creditable appear- 
ance, especially when the slippery condition of the 
pavement and the gloomy atmosphere are taken 
into consideration. 

The following assignments of staff officers to 
ous duties in connection with the inauguration 
of the Statue of Liberty were announ in 8S. O.

At seven o’clok A. ™m. the officers and men who 
took part in the procession left their respective ships 
in transports, which conveyed them to the foot of 
West Fifty-fifth street, where the brigade was

At Waverly Place the Naval Brigade were detached 
from the parade and proceeded to their respective 
vessels to take ;art iu the marine pageant, which 
was directed to torm in double column off 45th 
street, North River. At the given signal the vessels 
headed down the river. In order to avoid confusion 
and possible collision, the vessels anchoring above 
45th street were directed to anchor in alternate how 
and quarter line close order. The steamers leaving 
the wharves fell inte line in the order indicated. 
The route was down the river on the eastern side of 
the charne], around the line of men-of-war, and up 
on the western side of the channel, between the 
men-of- war and Bedlow’s and Ellis Islands. 

As soon as President Cleveland arrived at Bed- 
low’s Island a five second salute of 21 guns was fired 
from all vessels in the line. 

At the moment of unveiling the statue all the men 
of war fired u whole broadside together. 

When the ceremonies were concluded a second 
national salute of twenty-one guns was fired. A 
warning guv was fired ove minute before on Bed- 
low’s Island. As soon as the President embarked on 
board the Despatch all the sailors on the men of war 
manned the yards. As the Despatch steamed ahead 
a national sulute was fired from all the ships. 

At sunset the ships were undressed. 

In the land parade the uniform for field and staff 
officers was dress, without leggings. The uniform 
for other officers, except cadets, was undress, with 
caps, leegings (new pattern), white gloves and side 
arms; for cadets’ dress, white gloves, leggings and 
side arms. 

The uniform for the sailors was blue mustering 
clothes, knife Janyardsand leggings (new pattern). 

The uniform for the marines was full dress. 

The uniform for the marine music was full dress. 

Artillerymen were armed with cutlasses onty. 

Previous to the parade a detachment of sailors 
from the man of war Tennessee decorated the Post- 
Office building, under the supervision of Lieut. W. 
5. Cowles. 








A SHOT GUN AND RIFLE COMBINED. 


We learn from Land and Woter that a public 
trial bas just been held in London, of a new sport- 
inz flrearm—the invention of Col. Fosbery, V. C. 
This gun is descrived as resembling an ordiuary 
double-barretled gun, weighing only 7lbs. 2oz., and 
leaf-sighted up to 300 yards. As it throws both ball 
and shot with equal accuracy, it has been named by 
the manufacturers, Messrs. Holland, the *“ Paradox 
Gun,’ such a combination of qualities having 
hitherto been deemed impracticabie. The British 
militarv authorities were represented at the trial, as 
it 13 believed that such weapons will possibly come 
into use as riot guns, or for other similar purposes. 

There was asmart wind blowing, and the atmos- 
pheric conditions generally were unfavorable. The 
results, of which we append a short summary, are 
sufficient to show the capabilities of the arm. At 
50-yards range, the right and left barrels being used 
altervately, 10 consecutive shots were put into a 
bull’s-eye 3% inches in diameter, six of the hits 
cutting into one aootber. At 100 yards, with a 4-in. 
bull, seven bull’s-eyes were made, all the shots be- 
ing ip a space 5x3 3-5 inches, the wind blowing 
across the range. A second trial at the same dis- 
tance placed all 10 shots in 3'¢x4 3-16. The gun was 
now tried with small shot, the charges used being 
8 drs. black powder and 1}< ozs. No. 6 shot. 

Six rounds gave the following results: R, 206; L, 
194; R, 379; L,, 209; R, 220; L, 170. These being the 





number of hits in a 30 inch cirele at 40 yards, 50 pel- 
lets of A. A. A. shot and 3 drs. of powder at the 
same distance, L taiget gave R 39and L 36. An or- 
dinary cylinder bored gun tried for comparison 
giving only R 27 and L 15. “Land and Water” ob- 
serves that “for a double gun to make such excel- 
lept shooting, throwing bullets with as much accu- 
racy as an Express Rifle, and making as good a pat- 
tern (with shot) as a good modified choke bore was a 
circumstance which naturally made a most favora- 
bie impression on those present.” 

Sphercial bullets were subsequently shot out of an 
ordinary smooth bore gun for comparison, but 
neither at 50 nor 100 yards could they be placed with 
prec.sion. Their course was, at it invariably is, er- 
ratic, and instead of their being placed inan area 
of 4inches, as was done with the “Paradox,” they 
reqnired » two and a half foot area to embrace 
them. It goes on to say that the utility of suci an 
arm as the “Paradox,” in countries where the game 
is varied and where anything from a snipe to a bear 
may appear on the scene, is incalculable for its ac- 
curacy and reliability, judging from these trials are 
unquestionable. 

The invention by means of which these results 
have been obtained is a very simple one—the short 
cylinder: and cone at the muzzle of a choke bored 
gun have cut in them six or seven shallow grooves 
of a less depth than the difference of radius between 
the barrel proper and the choked portion of the 
muzzle; these grooves havea total lencth of less than 
14g inches and a twist proportioned to the calibre 
and length of the ball. 

The ball is forced to enter these grooves and re- 
ceives its spin. The shot are deflected by the cone 
before reaching them and ure influenced by the 
choke alone. 





CADETS’ WAISTS. 


“You ought to make astudy of the cadets’ waists 
if you ever come up here,” writes Maud,” « ne wspa- 
per correspondent, from West Point. One strapping 
fellow, nearly six feet bigh, and broad in propor. 
tion, boasted to me that he was only 24 inches in the 
waist, and hoped to be only 23 by the time he was 
graduated. It seemsto be this way: For the four 
years they are here, while their incessant drilliug, 
riding, fencing and dancing develop and strepgthen 
the figure amazingly, they pinch their waists in so 
that when they are graduated they could almost 
wear Titania's belt.

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PRESERVATION OF TIMBER. 


TEST OF THE AMERICAN WOOD PRESERVING CO’S 
PROCESS. 


On Feb. 8, 1877, the Navy Department made a con- 
tract with the American Wood Preserving Company 
for the purpose of testing their patented process for 
the preservation of timber. The experimental test 
was placed more than ten years since in the U. 8. S. 
Trenton, then building at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, 
with the result as shown by the following corres-

Someten years ago when she was built 
there were put into ber four pieces of timber which 
had been impregnated by the Thilmany process for 
preservation ngainst rot and decay. This was done 
experimentally by the Department with the view of 
testing the process. 

I beg leave to call your attention to this subject 
and ask permission to go on board of her and have 
some borings made of those pieces of timber to see 
what is their condition at the end often years; or, 
in otber words, to learn for myself the result of the 
experiment made by the Woo’ Preserving Company 
to test the utility of the process. The great desira- 
bility of finding a process which will be effective in 
this regard I need not eall to your attention. I 
trust the propriety of the request will also meet 
your good judgment.

Sir: In reply to your letter of the Ist instant, | 
have the honor to state that on September 30, 1875. 1 
was ordered by the Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repairs to proceed to Cleveland, Ohio, and 
carefully examine inte the process of preserving 
timber by the American Wood Preserving Company. 

After looking at some railroad ties that were said 
to bave been *n use eight years—and certainly they 
looked asif they had—and were sound, and some 
street pavements that bad been down four years, I 
“ame to the eonclusion that 1t was worth while to 
make some practical experiments with this process 
of preserving timber. 

Several small trees were cut down and impreg- 
nated green. A piece of seasoned, impregnated tim- 
ber was found to be rotten afterI left, and con 
dewned. 

I reported that. from what I had sven, timber 
lasted longer that had been treated than timber not 
treated, under the same conditions; and, as thecom- 
pany was willing to send samples to be tried, I re- 
commended that a practical test be given them by 
putting some pieces in the Trenton, then building at 
the Brooklyn Navy-yurd. 

The company zent the timber, but I did not hear 
from my report, and, thinking tbat the authority 
would be given, I had a piece of each of those trees 
put in the port battery aft of the quarter-gallery 
port; and for my own iuformation, and in justice 
to the company, I procured the borings referred to. 

AsI did not feel justified in making avy tests in 
the immediate vicinity of this material, I cannot 
suv how it compares with that, but all that had been 
cut out was rotten, while those four strakes bored 
sound, 

li would suggest that ore of the four strakes mn- 
pregnated be cut, and compared with the material 
in the immediate vicinity.

THE BROOKLYN AT HER OLD TRICKS, 
WHAT YANKEE GUNNERS CAN DO WHEN THEY TRY. 


U.S. 8. Brook iyn, (2D RATE,) 
AT SEA, MAKING PASSAGE TO PorRT SAID. : 
September 24, 1886. } 


Tv the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue veteran war-ship Brooklyn nm great gun tar- 
get practice to-day again covered herself with glory. 
Her gunnery performance during the greut Naval 
drill at Pensacola last spring, although considered 
very remarkoble at that time. is no mure to be com- 
pured to the phenomenal shooting made to-day, 
than a dark inky night is toa bright sunny day. Offi- 
eers on board, who have grown old in the Service, 
do not besitate to say that they never saw such mar- 
vellous marksmanship in all their experiences. 

A spirit of pridein, and love for the grand oid 
ship seem to prevade everyone on board, and the 
crew at this writing is gathered in little groups for- 
ward, discussing with animated anid smiling faces 
the great feats of the foret.oon, over which they all 
feel proud, and deservedly so. 

With the target at a distance of about 1,200 yards, 
the great gun practice was commevced by the 8-in. 
rifle under the command of Lieut. W. H. H. South- 
erland. There was a moderate sea ruaoning and a 
cousiderable swell wheu the boom of the great gun 
opeted the mimic action. Every eye was strained 
und’ neck craned outof the ports to witness the 
effect of ** Old Reliable’s ”’ initial shot, and when the 
smoke cleared away a rumbling sound of smothered 
applause came rolling along the deck, for the shell 
ircm the 8-io.-rifle had cut the bull’s-eye out of the 
target as nicely as if a pair of scissors had been used 
in the operation. 

Nine inch No. 3, under command of Lieut. C. J. 
Badger, was the next gun to send its messenger of 
death in the direction of the floating repres2ntative 
of an enemy, and although there was no bull's- eye 
to aim at, the mastof the target offered too con 
spicuous a mark to the demon guuner who directed 
this gun’s missile of destruction, for almost simul- 
taneously with the explosion of the shell came the 
announcement from the “distance taker,” in the 
mizzen top, that the mast of the target had been 
carried away. Nothing was now left us a mark ut 
which to continue the practice but tbe flat frame 
of the diswwantied target as it rose and fell on the 
heaving bosom of the blue Mediterranean. Never- 
theless the practice was continued until the regu- 
lation quantity of ammunition bad been expended, 
and soclosely were the shots planted on and around 
this surtace sight that, five out of every six shots 
fired would have bit a vessel of the Yantic's size and 
seut her to the bottom in short order. 

The great proficiency in a! attained by the 
crew of the Brooklyn may wholly attributed to 
the method of instruction adopted by the officers, 
and the painstaking manner in which it is impurted. 
With modern ships and modern guns the blue- 
jackets of the Republic would become invincible, As 
we steamed past the coast of Tripoli, made famous 
iv naval annals by the brilliant victories of Commo- 
dores Preble and Barrow over the proud infidel, we 
felt that if furnished with modern vessels, we could 
fulfill our long standing promise to “lick creation,”

This shows little change with regard to numbers 
in comparison wlth last year and the appearance of 
the regiment is about the same as usual. Of all the 
small armories this regiment has the smallest, and 
on this account theadjutant and the whole regiment 
deserve credit for the rapid and comparatively pre- 
cise manver in which the regiment was formed. 
Gen. Schaeter has evidently changed his policy of 
contipued absence, for he was present on this ocea- 
sion. Col. Finkeimeier improved the opportunity 
and performed a warching review. While this was 
not a military spectacle of imposing character the 
maunuer which the regiment was mauceuvred in that 
small space, the fair passage of the companies and 
the accuracy with which they reformed in line de- 
serve commendable mention. Salutes during this 
performance would stand immense improvement. 
After line was re-established the inspection began 
and was coucluded rapidly. Nothing requiring spe- 
cial mention occurred. The regiment has about held 
its own in every respect during the year. 





INSPECTION OF THE TWELFTH NEW YORK. 


Tue 12th Regiment on Tuesday evening, Oct. 26, 
brought the inspection season of the National 
Guard to a close in a worthy manner. This regi- 
ment bas been particularly unfortunate of late with 
its inspections. ‘Two years ago, when it was intended 
to have the inspection at the Polo grounds, heavy 
rain confined it to the urmory: last year the weather 
was so bot and the place of mepection, 34th street, so 
unsuitable, that the affair was no better than no in- 
spection atall, and on the present occasion the se- 
vere storm again prevented the command from pro- 
ceeding te the new armory. where the spacious drill 
hall would have admitted it to show off to full ad- 
vantage. There was, however, no belp for it and 
the inspection had to be held in the old armory, at 
Broadway and 45th street. 

Tbe organization has grown tosuch on extent that 
a double line of companies, almost covering the 
four sides of the building had to be formed, and the 
drum corps bad to be stowed away io some out of 
the way corner. The ceremony, consequently, was 
the most informal of all the informal inspections 
which have taken place this season, and yet the way 
in which the thing was managed was the best one 
under the circumstances apd the waiving of cere- 
monies which could not have been satisfactorily ex- 
ecuted had they been undertaken reflects credit 
upon Col. Joaes and the Inspector-General alike. 
There was no formal formation, no review, no pre- 
seutation of the battalion to the inspector. The 
Colonel simply got company after company in the 
most suitable manuer into a place where the ranks 
could be opened and the inspectors begin their 
work. The tegiment has grown man astonishing 
manner during tbe year, and the sight of an organi- 
zation, the vitality of which is beyond question, was 
a refreshing ove after ull the dry rot we have been 
compelled to view this season. With so much rew 
material, however, und ut the beginning of the drill 
term, it could bardly be expected that all the men 
would be up to the highest standard of soldiersbip, 
and to this fact some of the shortcomings may be 
attributed. The regiment, however, could bave been 
better sized generally, the Ist Sergeants should have 
seen before the men were marched out that they 
were all provided with gloves, and the opening of 
the boxes sbould bave been uniform inall of the com- 
panies, nor is there anytbing in tactics requiriog the 
front rank after stacking arms at the command 
Rear open order to step back one pace, as was doue 
in several cases. otacking and inspection of urms 
should bave been practiced. To all this we refer in 
a general mauner, and only desire to say if thesv 
points, small as they are, had been attended to be- 
forehand, all uvfavorable comment would have 
been avoided. One lieutenant neglected to face to 
the rear during inspection of bis company and re- 
mained at atteution the whole time. 

As the inspection in detail, Co. B, which bas the 
right of the line, showed a large gaip in numbers, 
but the men, many of whom were apparently green, 
did not preserve the necessary steadiness, and hfted 
their hands and turned their heads while the inspec. 
tor wus passing. The captain «lid not take the tacti- 
eal position in giving his commands, saluted the in- 
aoc. and ordered open boxes with sword half 
sheathed. ‘The evident building up of his company 
numerically, however, atones iu a measure for these 
shortcomings. Co. E made a good inspection, and 
the forms were correctly observed. Co. H was con- 
spicuous by its large size, snappy manual aud supe- 
rior drill, but somewhat marred the good effect by 
uwkwardopess 1p stacking arms, und the absenre of 
glovesin at least four cases. It made otherwise a 
fine inspection, and ranks among the best companies 
of the evening. The trouvle about the stacking 
opened the eyes ofa number ot captams waitivg 
their turns, and tbey improved the occasion by put- 
ting their men through the stacking arms several 
times. By-rlight exertion they avoided the rock on 
which the captain of Co. H got hurt. Co. K, Capt. 
Jobn F. Boylan, altheugh the smallest concern in 
the regiment, made the best exhibition of all, on ace 
couut of the superior set up, drill and steadiness of 
the men, the faultless adjustment of accoutrements 
and the smallest percentage of absentees. Capt, 
Boylan took command of this company about 19 
months ago when it numbered 15 men, aud these 
had to be nearly all weeded cut. The manner in 
which he has brought up his command to its present 
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condition entitles him to no end of credit as an en- 
ergetic officer. Cos. A, C, Dand G all made credita- 
ble inspections. The men were well drilled, and the 
oticers snappy and evidently thoroughly posted. 
Co. I looked very fine, and its commander, Capt. 
Harry Aspinwall, attracted attention by his prompt 
and rapid actions and the expert manner in which 
be handled hissword. Co, F, Capt. W. H. Murpby, 
is the larcest company in the regiment, aud the 
small number of absentees shows that its members 
are active and much interested. Somewhat over 
two years ago Capt. Murphy took this organization, 
which was then only a company in name, the roll 
having dwindled downto abaker’s dozen. Capt. 
Murphy’s pride in pomting to it now as “Big Six,” 
and a well-drilled organization in the bargain, is 
therefore excusable. The amount of work per- 
formed by himself, lst Lieut. John McCauley and Ist 
Sergt. Gaillard to bring the ccmpany to this stand- 
ard is simply astonishing. The regiment is growing 
ripidly, and once in its new quarters the member- 
suip will no doubt soon be increased to the maxi- 
mum. With an especizily competent field, a supe- 
rior corps of officers, socially and intellectually and 
well-filled ranks, the regiment is now on the read to 
prosperity. The question of size is disposed of, and 
what now is wanted is thorough instruction. There 
is nothing inthe way of the officers now turning 
their attention in this direction, and when they once 
getin their new quarters it isto be hoped that a 
broader scale of drill, something beyond mere 
marching exercises, will be adopted. For the next 
turnout we should recommend moreattention to the 
proper end uniform adjustment of haversacks, can- 
t-ens, etc. Figures daveloped by the inspection:

INSPECTION OF THE TWENTY-THIRD N. Y. 


WITH a percentage present of 97.12 the 23d at its 
inspection on Monday evening, Oct. 25, surpassed 
erery regiment of the National Guard during this 
or any previous year. Considering, in connection 
with this phenonemal turnout, the general excel- 
lence of the regiment on all other points as de- 
veloped by the inspection, it is justly entitled to the 
credit of baving made the best inspection of the 
season. Theregiment turned out in State Service 
uniform, and formed for review, equalized as 10 
commands of 16 files, the men thrown ont joining 
their companies when formed for inspection. To 
the steadiness and precision dming the review, 
which was received by Insp..Gen. Schaefer, we can 
only referin terms of the highest commendation, 
and the only matter of regret in this connection was 
that the swordsmanship displayed by several offi- 
cers in rendering their salutes were not up to the 
soldiership of the men. The inspection was rapid 
and without interruption or flaw from beginning to 
end. The clothes fitted well, the accoutrements 
were properly worn, there was none of the con- 
spicuous negligence with regard to dress so fre- 
quently noticed. Brasses were clean and muskets 
in good condition. All this viewed in connectior 
with the superior set up of the men and their steady 
bearing gave the command an extremely military 
appearance. The inspectors found absolutely no 
fault, if a few missing canteen corks are not consi- 
dered, and 1n view of the generally fine appearance 
and apparently saperior discipline of the command 
such sinall things may well be overlooked. The 23d 
have adopted a gray full dress. but itis difficult to 
imagine bow they vould improve upon their appear- 
ance on this occasion. The regiment has not only 
given an excellent exhibition of itself but it has also 
d ‘monstrated that it requires only a well set-up sol- 
dier who knows how to dress himself and wear his 
accoutrements, and a well-fitting suit to prove that 
the State uniform is a soldierly dress. The 23d is to 
be congratulated upon its superior performance in 
every respect.

INSPECTION OF THE FORTY-SEVENTH N. Y. 


BECAUSE the 47th is one of the growing regiments 
in the State, its inspection draws more than usual 
outside interest, and it was witnessed by an un- 
usually large audience, composed of the best ele- 
mevuts of Williamsburgh, as well as by a numerous 
crowd of military officers of superior rank, of the 
General Staff, as well as of the Ist and 2d Brigades. 
The new armory, which was thrown open a few 
weeks ago, is now thoroughly completed, and the 
regiment has every reason to be proud of its 
quarters, which for comfort, elegance, and space 
tor drill purposes are only surpassed by the ar- 
mory of the 7th. Siuce 1885 the regiment shows a 
gaiu of only nine, and this is by many, who do not 
understand the case, looked at asa lack of vitality, 
because it bas been generally assumed that since 
the building of the new armory the regiment ought 
10 have swelled to double its size. it should, how-

regiment is offset by a corresponding actual loss of 
undesirable elements, which had to leave the organ- 
ization “for the good of the regiment.’’ Thus the 
fact is that there is a‘“‘eain in quality” and apparent 
“loss in quantity.” The regiment is the ga'ner at 
all events. 

The formation was punctual at 8p. m., and the line 
was promptly formed by Adjutant Hubbell. The 
men stood firm and the ranks were opeued in good 
shape. There being plenty of room, Col. Gaylor 
pas-ed the regiment in review before Gen. Schaefer, 
the march past being accomplished with steady step 
and aligoment, but rather poor distances, for which 
defect the company officers, guides and file closers 
were responsible. In aroomy hall like that of the 
47th, there is little excuse for such shortcomings. The 
fact that distances were sufliciently recovered to 
form a fair line forms no excuse. In the passage the 
command should have shown its proficiency. When 
the command had formed column for inspection the 
work progressed rapidly, but there were some late 
arrivals in oue of the companies. Another defect 
was that in two companies the papers had been in- 
correctly und incompletelr prepared and the recti- 
fication of this defect caused another delay. We do 
not desire to mention any names, but the officers in 
whose companies the trouble occurred had been 
there long evough and should have known better. 
The whole thing was due to downright iguorance, 
otherwise there was nothing to find fault with and 
on general principles the 47th made one of the mcst 
creditable inspections of theseason. The wholeaffair 
was of sucha nature as to give the impression of a 
live, active, progressive organization. The inspec- 
tion took place Thursday, Oct. 21, and the following 
figures show the numerical result :

“XISTING METHOD OF RIFLE INSTRUCTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Ir is earnestly hoped by the friends of the Na- 
tional Guard that the JourNAL will cuntinue its 
efforts to reform the existing method of instruction 
in sbooting—if the system now prevailing may be 
called * instruction.” 

It is owing largely to the exertions of the JoURNAL 
that any instruction of this character was ever be- 
gun, and the debt which the public owes to it for 
its success will be increased if it can produce a re- 
vival of interest in the subject, which will lead to 
an improvement. 

The article contained on the first page of your 
last issue is one that sbould be taken to heart by 
every officer of the National Guard and of the 
Army. The statement * that a regiment of natives 
which was for many years the worst shooting regi- 
ment in India was taken in band by an officer who 
corrected the sighting of every rifle himself, and 
originated a system by which every duty was made 
second to musketry. All things turned upon it; good 
shots received indulgence, and private praciice was 
encouraged, and in one year the regiment rose to be 
the best shooting regiment in the native army with 
&5 per cent. marksmen,” is one that snows distinctly 
that if any organization cannot shoot it is the fault 
of the officers, and of them only. The suggestion 
of your correspondent, ‘* Observer,” that ainmupi- 
tion might be distributed more freely at Creedmoor 
and thus allow sighting shots seems to have merit. 
His is, however, a matter of detail asto the prac- 
tice upon the range. But the root of the difficulty 
is as suggested ia General Wingate’s letter that men 
are brought upon the ground without any previous 
instruction, and tbat the rifles they use are improp- 
erly sighted. ‘“‘ Observer”’ suggests that the volleving 
and skirmishing should receive more attention than 
they do. This is undoubtedly correct if read with 
the qualification that the troops must be first in- 
siruacted to hit what they aim at. That the men 
should be trained to fire an effective volley, and to 
be such good judges of distances as to be effective 
skirmishers, goes without saying. But will anyone 
explain what is the use ot taking a man who comes 
upon the range without any preliminary instruction, 
and is unable to. hit a target six feet by four at 200 
yards (with his sights carefully adjusted for him, 
and plenty of time allowed him), to be practiced in 
skirmishing, in which he is not only required tv fire 
accurately, but to make an allowance for distance 
upon his sights, a matter in regard to which he is 
utterly ignorant. Is it not Somes like teaching 
a child to skate before he has learned to walk. The 
practical result is seen in the complaints made by 
the owners of the farms adjoining Creedmoor that 
they cannot safely use them when the troops are 
practicing, which means that they missa bank thirty 


objectionable, as even if the firing is wild it accus- 
toms men Lo firing in amass. But even the appre- 
hension which is displayed by men under these cir- 
cumstances is accurately stated by the ‘* Observer” 
as arising from the feeling of each man that his 
comrades know so little about the use of their guns 
that he isin danger. He proposes to obviate this by 
putting the best shots in the rearranks. Would it 
not be simpler to train all the men to shoot? 

If Creedmoor was removed to Staten Island, or 
some wore convenient location than it now occupies, 
so that members of the National Guard could run 
down for private practice more frequently than 
they are now able to do, undoubtedly emulation 
would lead a large number to practice on their own 
account, and thus improve their general standing in 
shooting. It is, therefore, earnestly hoped that the 
efforts which are being made in this respect will be 
successful. But it must not be forgotten that the 
number of those who will do this will always be 
limited. Taking the members of the National Guard 
as a whole they will net and cannot be expected to 
shoot with any accuracy unless their officers see 








fore the responsibility,for failing to do this has been 
divided up between the different divisions, brigades 
and regiments so that it was difficult to put the 
blame where it belongs. Now, however, there is but 
a single brigade in New York and anotherin Brook- 
lyn. Commanding officers, therefore, bave no one 
but themselves to blame if they allow the present 
system to continue. What aspectacle does a com- 
pany officer present who spends hours drilling his 
men to perform the manual with great precision, 
aod yet grudges a few moments to instruct them in 
the only purpose for which the arms they carry 
were made. This would be absurd if done by the 
Chinese. It is only not thought here to be absurd 
because it is so universal. Whether it can be made 
less so, is the question which is to be hoped the 
JOURNAL will be able to bring to a satisfactory con- 
clusion.

VERMONT. 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL T.S. Peck in his annual re- 
port recommends the increase of the National 
Gaard to 16 companies of 51 men each as a mini- 
mum, to be divided into two regiments of 8 compa- 
nies, with a view of raising them in time of need to 
two 3-battalion regiments. This would give a large 
number of dri'led and experienced field and staff 
officers for active service if needed. He also recom- 
mends the arwing of the Guard with culibre 45 mus- 
kets and the addition of 2 Gatling guus, and the ac- 
quirement of a permanent camp ground—all sensi- 
ble recommendations and worthy of serious con- 
sideration. At present the Vermont National Guard 
consists of 10 companies and one light battery of 
artillery, to be uniformed, uccording to the Regula- 
tions, like the Regular Army. 

Lieut. C. P. Miller, of the 4th U.S. Artillerv, who 
inspected the camp on behalf of the Government. 
states, however, that nine companies were dressed 
in gray and one company and the light Lattery 10 
blue. He says further: 

The gray uniforms fitted the men_ nicely and were kept 
very clean through the encampment, but for active service 
less gold lace would be an adyantage. The arms were of the 
old 50 calibre pattern, some of the first that were altered 
from the muzzle to the breechloader; the cartridge boxes 
and belts were also of a very old pattern, and scarevly any 
of the companies were provided with knapsacks. Althoug 
the overcoats are of the pattern prescribed in the Army 
Regulations, they are poor in quality in addition to being 
worn and faded. The companies have provided themselves 
with lockers and boxes for camp use, and do not miss their 
knapsacks at the encampment, but for possible field service 
they should all be provided with them. Target practice 
appears to be almost entirely neglected in this State, anda 
large majority of its National Guard koow little or nothing 
about the actual use of the guns with which they are armed. 
He, however, reports a laudable spirit of emula- 
tion, and under its influence the troops improved 
rapidly. Under Col. Greenleaf the encampment was 
perfectly quiet aud orderly, everything running 
smoothly. The men were kept busy during the day, 
but when off duty they were allowed all the liberty 
possible. This the men appreciated, and were care- 
ful not to take advantage of it. He speaks well of 
the light battery, and its commander, Capt. Fuller 
comments favorably on the rapidity with which the 
command can be prepared for active service, as was 
shown on the occasion of leaving for camp. In con- 
clusion he says: 

In my judgment the usefulness of the Guard would be 
promoted if they were armed with the present service rifle, 
calibre 45, the woven loop belt for field service, the McKee- 
ver cartridge box for drills and muster, blanket bags, baver- 
sacks and canteens of the latest pattern. Men to be eflicient 
should be instructed in the use of the arms and equipments 
they would use if called into the service of the United 
States. The National Guard of Vermont. in recognition of 
their zeal and efficiency, should be furnished with guns and 
equipments that they could feel would be of some use to 
them in service,and they should be taught to use them 
effectively. The encampment should be for eight days in- 
stead of five, giving them five days for the camp work. Ove 
day should be devoted to target practice, and to excite an 
interest and spirit of emulatiom among the companies 
prizes should be offered for teams of ten from each com- 
pany, also for individual matches. A permanent camp 
ground should be purchased by the State tor the muster, 
and rifle ranges built. Ammunition should be provided and 
each man of the National Guard required to firea certain 
number of rounds per year. With this encouragement the 
companies would soon provide themselves with ranges and 
target practice,and matches would be a useful feature of

back.’ Aud I was not mistaken, for the Paymaster 
was none other than Mr. William M. Fleming, the 
Jibbenainosay of the old National Theatre, of Bos- 
ton, in 1854.

Fleming explained to Johnson all about his pay 
proper, commutation for fuel, quarters, allowance 
for three horses, etc. The dialogue between the 
Paymaster and Johnson lasted pearly an hour, and 
concluded about as follows: *‘ But, Major, I have'nt 
purchased any coal; there’s at least a hundred tons 
night under where you are standing, and it is all 
mine, or as much of it as lL wanuttouse. I have the 
best of quarters across the way that [ have confis- 
cated, so to speak, and my only expense is for gas. 
There are seven or eight horses in the stable that 
have been captured that I have never seen and that 
are claimed by my young men hbere—aliuding to 
Wilham A. Browning and myself—and which costa 
us nothing to keep—”’ “ Yes, Gut you don't seem to 
understand, Governor, that you are allowed a cer- 
tain amount of money in your pay accounts for all 
these things; tnat is, you are allowed a certain 
amount of money for quarters, fuel, feed for 
horses, ete.; but if you get any of these things or all 
of them for nothing, so much the better for you. 
You are just so much in—don’t you see? You are 
notonly entitled to it, but you must receive it und 
sign for it.”’ ** Well, Major, you are very courteous 
and very plausible in your explanations; but all 
hell can’t convince me that I should sign for and 
accept money for fuel and house rent and horse 
feed that I haven’t spent money for, and which I 
get for nothing; and l’m just siinply damned if 1'll 
do it.” And he neyer did, and Fleming counted out 
his brigadier’s pay to him minus commutation al- 
lowances, and retired from his presence a higbly 
disgusted and budiy demoralized ex-tragedian with 
the words confounded fool on his murmuring lips. 
Some time afterward [ met Major Fleming, and he 
said: ‘ Well, they may say what they please about 
old Andy, but there is one thing certain, he’s dead 
ou the syuare.”’ 

GrorGe [V. was wont in post-prandial confidences 
to declare that he commanded the Guards at Water- 
loo. The story goes that upon one occasion, when an 
amiable gentieman, Mr. John Wilson Croker, seemed 
todoubt the Royal word, the King turned to the 
Duke and asked: “ WasI not present at Waterloo 
jin command of the Guards, Arthur, ?” the bero of 
that battle bowed and replied, “I have frequentiy 
heard your Majesty assert so.”

June 30, 1888. 








H. M. 8. BENBOW. 


THE pew armor-clad barbette ship Benbow, built 
by the Thames Lronworks and Shipbuilding Com- 
pany. was delivered on Aug. 26 into the charge of 
Capt. Buller, at the entrance of the Royal Albert 
Docks, and proceeded in charge of that officer to 
Chatham Dockyard, where sbe will receive her ar- 
mament, preparatory to being putin commission. 
The Thames Company, which 1s contractor to the 
Government for the supply of both ship and en- 
ines, has been working early and late to complete 
ts contract within the specified time, and Measrs. 
ee to whom the contract for engines has 
been sublet by the Thames Company, being also 
under contract to complete by date, in order that 
the vessel might steam from the works down the 
river. 

‘The Benbow is one of the six vessels of the Admi- 
ral class, so called from bearing the namesof six of 
our famous admirals—Anson, Collingwood, Camper- 
down, Howe, Rodney and Benbow. They are all 
barbette ships, the guns being mounted inside a 
fixed circular breastwork of thick armor plating, 
wherein the gun revolves ona turntable, aod fires 
over the breastwork. The barbettes are placed one 
ateachend of the superstructure, or midship bat- 
tery, and the guns have each a clearrange of 230 
deg., viz., from 25 deg. abaft the beam toall round 
the bow or stern to 25 deg. on the opposite side, and 
converging upon an object on the broadside at 
about 50 yards. 

The Benbow has been chosen as one of the six ves- 
sels of this class to mount two guns of 110 tons each! 
one being mounted in each barbette; whereas, in the 
otber five vessels, two guns are carried in each bar- 
bette, but of 63 tons only instead of 110 tons. These 
terrible engines of warfare would be most destruc- 
tive in action, and are, in fact, formidable weapons, 
but insome quarters such enormously large guns are 
not. viewed with much favor. England, in ibe mat- 
ter of adoption of such heavy guns, has been follow- 
ing in the wake of Italy. 

In addition to the two110ton guns, the Benbow 
carries a battery of ten 6 in. guns. twelve rapid- 
firing guns, and fourteen machine guns, these latter 
very conveniently arranged for use against torpedo 
boats. She is also fitted with four torpedo ports on 
the broadside and one through the upper part of 
the stern, all above water. The Benbow was 
launched on June 15, 1885, and has since that date 
been lying near the works forthe purpose of re- 
ceiving her machinery and boilers, and for the com- 
pletion of the multitudinous fittings of a modern 
ship of war. It would be impossible to describe on 
paper the character of such fittings, including the 
puwping, draining, and ventilating, some 180 sepa- 
rate compartments, cach compartment being fitted 
with an automatic valve, where the ventilating cn 
or trunk passes through, so that in the event of the 
water entering any one compariment, and rising to 
the height of the trunk—the trunk being assumed 
to be possibly damaged—the water would close the 
valve, and so be confined to the damaged compart- 
ment. 

Some idea of the complication of the gearing in a 
modern war vessel as fitted in England may be ob- 
tained when we state that no less than 83 water-tight 
doors and armor deck sbutters are fitted in this ves- 
sel, in addition to 83 water-tight doors that open 
and close by hand without gear. The deck plates, 
to which indicators are fitted, showing when each 
door or valve is open or closed, amount to no less 
than 250, in addition to the two automatic valves 
above uamed. Then, includiag the main engines, 
fan engines, pumping engines, electric light engines, 
steam steering and capstan engives, there are no less 
than 40 separate sets, all to be keptin proper going 
order, requiring all the care Mr. White, the chief 
engineer, and his abie staff are able be bestow uoson 
them. Mr. Yates. of the Royal Naval Corps of Con 
structors, has had the inspection of the Benbow, 
aided by a staff of ussistants, to see that the com- 

vany fulfils its contract; and any one comparing the 

enbow with any of the sister ships will see that the 
full “ pound of flesh ’’ has been demanded and read- 
ily given, the Thames Company, ever since it built 
the Warrior in 1861, having maintaived its reputa- 
tion as builders of first-class naval constructions, 
and to this day retaius its oldest connections in al- 
most every nation. 

The dimensions of the Benbow areas follows: 
Length, 330 ft.; breadth, 634¢ ft.; and depth, 37 ft. 
The engines, supplhed by the well-known firm, 
Messrs. Maudslay, Son and Field, are of the three- 
eylinder compound type, of 7,500 indicated borse 
power, and reaching 9,000 with forced druught, giv- 
ing an estimated speed of 16 knots. The Benbow, 
l.ke other ships of this class, is of the citadel type; 
this means that the vital portion of the vessel for 
about balf of ber leugtb is protected by being in- 
cluded in an iron box armored with 18-in. plates on 
the side, the top of which at full draught is 2‘¢ ft. 
above and 5 ft. below water, giving a total depth of 
Tig ft. The eet fr, 7 bulkbeads forming the two 
ends of the citadel are 16 in. thick ; before and abaft 
these there isan armor deck of 3 in. steel plating. 
Except for this steel deck, which is calculated to 
shield all below it from the fire of very heavy guna, 
the ends of the vessel are unprotected, and in a 
heavy engagement the superstructure would suffer 
severely. ln the case ol other types of war vessels, 
protection is ufforded by a belt of armor plating all 
fore aud aft, being thickest amidships and tapering 
towards the ends, But it is evident that all that 
could be dove on the dimensions and dispiacemeut 
of the Benbow has been done; for in order to pro- 
vide for the armor deck aud additional freeboard of 
the Nileand Trafalgar, the displacement tonnage 
has had to be increased by 2,000 tons, making them 
12.000 tons displucement instead of }0,000, as in the 
Benbow. 

Recently, in the presence of Mr. Joshua Field and 
Mr. Hayward, the manager of the Thames Irou 
Works, the steam was for the first time admitted 
into the huge cylinders, when immediately the en- 
gines in both engive rooms started almost simul- 
taneously, and continued steaming for three hours, 
thus showing that all was in perfect order and the 
vessel capable of making her short cruise to

THE ARAB AS A HORSEMAN. 


Tue Arab looks very well on horseback. His 
saddle is generally red, peaked before and behind, 
aud placed upon several colored felt saddle cloths ;

thereby enabling the rider to tear the horse's ribs 
even withoutthe aid of a pointed stick or a steel 
spear-like spur which he often pushes in between his 
slipper and the stirrup side.

down by scientific formulas for murder, but free to 
carry out his own bloodthirsty purposes with as 
muc wing g and ostentation as possible. As a 
horseman, I believe the Arab to have an excellent 
seat but an execrable hand; he loyes to keep his 
beast’s head high in the air, and so he ceaselessl 


joggles at the bit, upon which he always rides, unti 
one wonders how the wretched brute can put bis 
o one 


feet safely down; yet he does somehow. 
rides camels in this Country, but the Sultan is said to 
have some very fleet dromedaries capable of doin 

marvellous journeys, and. of course, in these parts 0 

Morocco which merge iato Sahara, the camel is in- 
dispensable. The Barbary donkey is ashort-legged, 
long-suffering, indispensable beast. It is easy to 
comprenend the ass existing without Tangier, but 
it is impossible to conceive Tangier existing without 
the ass; his patient little body bears every possible 
burden, from the foreign Minister's wife for example, 
who sits upon the pack with great dignity, aud, pre- 
ceded by her Moorish soldier, pays calls upon other 
Ministers’s wives, to the latest thing in iron bed- 
steads to be sold in the public market.—T'nze Cornhill 
Magazine.

Tue Italian Government is continuing at Spezia 
the series of experiments on ariaor-piercing projev- 
tiles and armor which were begun last year. Quite 
lately they have been firing at one of the Creusot 
steel ae. and theresults obtained with projectiles 
only 15 cm. (5.90 in.) in aiameter are most interestiag, 
more a as in this case, the French firm of 
stseimakers, Messrs. J. Holtzer and Co., of Unieux. 
were in direct competition with Krupp. The result 
of three shots of each manufacture were as follows:

SUICIDE IN THE FRENCH ARMY. 


THE Républicain du*Lot states that in consequence 
of two suicides that have lately taken place in the 
7th Regiment of the Liue, Co). Combarieu has issued 
the following regimental order to bis corps: **The 
suicide of Corporal Cazes is the second in one 
month. In communicating these acts of moral 
weakness to the regiment in the orders of the day, 
the Colonel points out that the soldier of every 
rank belongs to his country, and that yielding to 
private griefs and putting au end to his existence is 
an act of cowardice unworthy of the soldier. Regi- 
mental discipline is firmand parental. He who has 
need of encouragement will always find his superior 
officers ready and willing to advise him. There 
should be no weakuess in the battle and the trials of 
life. Let us keep our blood to be shed for great 
causes and for the accomplishment of supreme 
duties. The Colonel decrees that the late Corporal 
Cazes shall not be buried with the usual military 


honors."’ Col. Combarieu, like the late Sir Peter 
Lanne is evidently determined to “put down 
suicide.”’ 








FRENCH PROSPECTS IN TONQUIN. 


Tue conflict between the civil and the military 
power in Tonquia begins to be rather warm, aod 
there is uo end to the anuoyances intlicted by the 
residents and M. P. Bert’s servants oa the district 
military commandants. Things have reached such 
a length that these opponents 20 longer greet each 
other in the street. Many, moreover, bave had 
enough of Tonquin. Despite tbe peace, fires and 
fusillades continue in all the provinces,and it is 
now found that the Annamites, very ready to lay 
hands on the piastres which emerged from French 
pockets, are q tite refractory in reproducing them, 
Iu other words, the taxes yield only ridiculous suma. 
A letter from Canton represents French prospects in 
an equally gloomy light, saying: “ ‘The work of de- 
limitation advances slowly, and is at any moment 
likely to be broken up on account of the diver- 
genees between the Frenca and Cainese commuis- 
sions, particularly about North Tonquin. [f all go 
on smoothly to the end, the Frencn, as the Black 
Flags will certainly not remain quiet, must con- 
struct at least thirty forts and a number of stock- 
ades. The line of these defences is oa ground which 
is for five months out of the twelve a hotbed of 
fever and dyseutery, and although the garrisons 
may be comprised of natives, they, too, suffer 
almost as much as the French troops; besides which, 
the Freoch officers must be numerous. The visions 
of frontier trade will prove illusory. The trade of 
Yunnau isa purely Chinese wade, aud, opium ex- 
cepted, there is not much to buy from or sell to 
Yunnan. Whether Tonquin will be a secure or pre+ 
carious possession depends on China, whose festags 
towurds France are pow the reverse of amible. 
The yearly cost to France of these conquests will in- 
crease the straio on the finances, and as Chiaa will 
certainly not belp to keep order on the frontiers the

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Tue English Admiralty have agreed totry Lieut. 
Col. Hope's 2.5-inch gun, made of special steel. This 
gun is 10.5 feet long, and fires a 12-pounder_projec- 
tile with a charge of 19 lbs. of R. L. G.2 powder. Col. 
Hope calculates the velocity at 4,500 feet and the 
total energy at 1,695 foot tons, or perinch ot cir- 
ecumference of projectile 215.8 foot tons, or per 
square inch of transverse section of area 346 foot 
tons. It is worthy of remark that the energy per 
square inch of transverse section of area of the pro- 
jyectile to be fired from the 110-ton Armstrong gun 
of 16.25 calibre and 43.6 feet long 1s 100 tons less than 
that of this 2.5 inch pop gun. The power of penetra- 
tion through standard wrought iron armor plate 
Col. Hope estimates at a little over one foot. 

The Avenir Militaire (Paris) gives the following 
account of the Coudray torpedo shell. About four 
years agothe M.nister of Marine authorized Capt. 
Coudray to carry outa number of experiments on 
the range at Gaves, near Lorient; and since then the 
talen inventor bas worked unremittingly on the 
practical application of his ideas. His shells, vary- 
ing from 27 millimetres to 65 millimetres in calibre, 
were fired during some trials afew months ago, at 


| the shell from the face of the tarjet was found to 
be from 20 to 50 centimetres. Since then Capt. Coud- 
ray has been able to overcome the rebound by caus- 
ing the projectile to slide along tae sides of the ship 
without breaking contact. The velocity attained by 
the shell is now 300 metres per second, and asthe 
last projectiles constructed contained a charge of 18 
kilogrammes of guncotton, the effect of the explo- 
sion can well be imagined. The torpedo shell is con- 
fidently expectea by the inventor to supersede the 
torpedo boat, or at least to make itswoie au entirely 
secondary one.

hat must be considered the heaviest gun at pres- 
ent in existence has been just shipped at Antwerp 
for Italy. It was manufactured by Krupp, is 46 feet 
long, weighs nearly 116 tons without the breech 
piece, and 118 tons 34 cwt. with the breech. It ar- 
rived at Antwerp on a specially-constructed car- 
riage, 105 feet long, and running on 32 wheels. It
